to our agricultute and desolation for the 
best interest of our sections. We must 
away with such auicidal practices’ and 
put more brains on our farms... Lat 
muscle do the work, but Intelligence 
direct the management and the methods. "’

that now butchers it on our farms, but to 
generation after generation to follow, and 
we have no more right to turn loose upon 
it such savage sisughter than = allow 
hordes of quack doctors to become un- 
restrained vendors of poisons to the des- 
truction of human life."
